NEMC  reveals  master 


plan  at  council  meeting 


The  New  England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  earlier  this  month  released  a 
Master  Plan  that  calls  for  the  construction 
of  about  four  new  buildings  and  the 
demolition  of  others  over  the  next  10 
years. 

Hospital  officials,  who  released  the 
plan  at  last  month’s  meeting  of  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council,  emphasized  that  the  plan  was  a 
projection  and  that  its  final  configuration 


may  change  in  the  years  ahead. 

The  hospital  is  working  on  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  in  return  for  community  support 
of  its  master  plan,  it  will  make  available 
land  and  three  buildings  it  owns  in  the  so- 
called  Area  C,  between  Ash,  Nassau  and 
Oak  streets,  for  a  community  center  and 
possibly  housing. 

According  to  the  NEMC  plan,  four 
new  buildings  would  be  built  over  a 
10-year  period.  They  would  include  the

Quincy  Council  finally 
gains  Oak  St.  buildings

After  months  of  legal  wrangling  with 
the  New  England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC),  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  last  month  designated 
the  Quincy  School  Community  Council 
(QSCC)  the  redeveloper  of  two  buildings 
at  28-36  Oak  St. 

In  granting  QSCC  final  designation, 
the  BRA  board  of  directors  paved  the  way 
for  the  eventual  sale  of  the  BRA-owned 
Oak  Street  buildings  to  the  QSCC  for  a 
nominal  price  of  $1.  Last  summer  the 
BRA  board  was  about  to  vote  on  the  same 
QSCC  request  for  final  designation  when 
the  NEMC  filed  a  suit  in  Suffolk  Superior 
Court  stopping  the  transfer. 

The  BRA  decision  comes  after  a  Suf- 
fold  County  Appeals  Court  judge  recent¬ 
ly  declined  to  overrule  an  earlier  court 
decision  denying  NEMC’s  request  for  a 
preliminary  injunction  to  stop  the 
transfer. 

While  Tufts-NEMC  had  contended  that 
a  1966  South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
and  a  1966  Cooperation  Agreement  had 
earmarked  the  two  buildings  and  other 
nearby  BRA  land  for  institutional  use. 


Suffolk  Superior  Court  Judge  John  L. 
Murphy  denied  the  hospital’s  request  for 
a  preliminary  injunction  partly  on  the 
grounds  that  the  agreements  were  not  bin¬ 
ding  as  contracts. 

Following  the  vote  by  the  BRA  board 
last  month,  QSCC  executive  director 
Lawland  Long  thanked  the  board  for  its 
continued  support  during  the  legal  pro¬ 
cess.  He  said  later  that  winning  control  of 
the  building  marked  “a  landmark  for  the 
community  and  a  long  stuggle.” 

“If  we  had  to  go  forward  further  we 
would  have,’’  said  Long,  who  added  that 
the  QSCC’s  struggle  to  gain  control  of 
the  buildings  would  not  have  been  suc¬ 
cessful  without  “strong  city  and  com¬ 
munity  support.” 

The  QSCC  has  occupied  the  Oak  Street 
buildings  for  about  20  years  and  currently 
uses  them  for  English  classes  and  child 
care  programs.  The  struggle  to  gain  con¬ 
trol  of  the  buildings,  which  became  a 
symbol  of  the  Chinatown  community’s 
effort  to  stop  institutional  expansion,  led 
to  a  demonstration  in  front  of  NEMC  last 
summer  after  the  hospital  obtained  a 

restraining  order  to  stop  the  transfer. 


Neighborhood  Council 
questions  Quincy  plan

Although  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  recently  designated  the 
Quincy  School  Community  Council 
(QSCC)  as  the  redeveloper  of  28-36  Oak 
Street,  there  continues  to  be  some  com¬ 
munity  dispute  over  the  future  of  the  two 
buildings  once  Chinatown’s  plan  to  build 
a  community  center  on  adjacent  land 
becomes  a  reality. 

At  question  is  whether  the  QSCC  land 
and  buildings  will  become  part  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  community  center  project  -  which 
presumably  would  mean  razing  them  -  or 
whether  the  buildings  would  remain  as 
they  are  and  continue  to  serve  as  a  site  for 
QSCC  programs,  in  which  case  the  com¬ 
munity  center  would  be  built  around 
them. 

It  was  this  question  that  finally  surfaced 
at  last  month’s  Chinatown-South  Cove 


Neighborhood  Council  meeting,  prior  to 
the  BRA’s  decision  to  designate  the 
QSCC  as  the  redeveloper  of  the  site. 

During  the  council  meeting,  three 
clearly  delineated  approaches  to  the  issue 
came  to  light,  including  one  that  called 
for  a  simple  clarification  by  the  QSCC;  a 
second  which  suggested  that  the  QSCC 
should  receive  final  designation  from  the 
BRA  and  work  out  its  position  on  the 
community  center  at  a  later  time;  and  a 
third  which  proposed  that  the  QSCC 
postpone  seeking  final  designation  from 
the  BRA  until  a  needs  assessment  could 
be  completed  to  determine  which 
Chinatown  agencies  needed  space  in  the 
proposed  center. 

When  Neighborhood  Council  member 
Davis  Woo  asked  QSCC  executive  direc- 
‘  tor  Lawland  Long  if  the  QSCC  planned  to

tor  in  November.  According  to 
Wong,  CEDC,  after  advertising 
the  opening,  received  about  12 
applications  for  the  position.  It 
felt,  however,  that  it  did  not 
have  enough  time  to  choose  a 
■*  candidate,  but  at  the  same  time 
recognized  the  need  to  have  so¬ 
meone  in  the  position  to  oversee 
the  council’s  day-to-day  opera¬ 
tions,  Wong  said. 

“We  all  felt  that  after  Yuk 
Sung’s  resignation,  there  wasn’t 
enough  time  to  find  an  ap¬ 
propriate  candidate,”  Wong  ex¬ 
plained.  “So  we  would  like  to 
have  a  six-month  period  to 
search.” 

“Right  now  we’re  in  a  dif¬ 
ficult  situation,”  said  Ed 
Chiang,  who  was  named  CEDC 
vice  chairman  at  last  week’s 
meeting.  “We  want  someone 
who  knows  the  community.” 

Shortly  after  Chen’s  appoint¬ 


ment,  Ken  Ngai,  CEDC’s  direc¬ 
tor  of  operations,  resigned  after 
serving  only  weeks  in  that  posi¬ 
tion.  While  Ngai  declined  to  say 
why  he  had  resigned,  Wong  said 
Ngai  wanted  to  seek  op¬ 

portunities  in  Indonesia. 

Wong  and  Chen  appeared  to 
both  leave  open  the  possibility 
that  Chen  would  eventually 
become  executive  director  of  the 
organization,  which  will  have  a 
nearly  $1  million  annual  budget 
for  1989,  according  to  Wong. 

CEDC  also  named  Donald 
Chen  as  Clerk,  and  Peter  Kang, 
and  a  second  unidentified  person 
who  would  also  be  serving  as 
treasurer,  as  new  board 
members.  Also  named  to  the 
board  was  Mary  Chin,  who  will 
represent  the  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association.

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Convicted  felon  nabbed  in  extortion  bid 


A  reputed  member  of  a  Viet¬ 
namese  gang  recently  convicted 
in  the  robbery  of  a  Lowell 
jewelry  store  was  charged  last 
month  with  trying  to  extort 
money  from  several  Chinatown 
businesses  and  with  assaulting  a 
restaurant  owner. 

Chay  Giang,  who  was  arraign¬ 
ed  on  the  charges  in  Boston 
Municipal  Court  Dec.  8,  was 
charged  with  three  counts  of  at¬ 
tempted  extortion  and  one  count 
of  assault  and  battery  with  a 
dangerous  weapon,  according  to 
a  spokesman  at  the  Suffolk 
County  District  Attorney’s  of¬ 
fice.  A  trial  is  set  for  Jan.  9. 

According  to  a  Boston  Police 
Dept,  spokesperson,  Giang  was 
arrested  by  Boston  police  on 
three  outstanding  warrants  after 
he  pleaded  guilty  in  Middlesex 
Superior  Court  to  charges  of  at¬ 
tempted  robbery  of  a  Lowell 
jewelry  store. 

Police,  who  had  details  on  on¬ 
ly  one  of  the  incidents,  said  that 
at  9:30  p.m.  on  Nov.  14  Giang 
and  a  companion  allegedly 
entered  the  Pho  Pasteur 
Restaurant  at  8  Kneeland  St.  in 
Chinatown  and  demanded 
money  from  Hue  Pham,  39,  the 
restaurant’s  owner.  Giang  alleg¬ 
ed  threatened  to  kill  Pham  and 
bum  down  the  restaurant  if  she 
refused,  police  said. 

When  she  refused  to  hand 
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Kneeland  Street  restaurant  where  Chay  Giang  allegedly  tried  to  extort  money  Jrom  tne  owner.  R  O’Malley  photo 


over  the  money,  Giang  allegedly 
struck  her  in  the  head  and  kicked 
her,  claiming  that-  he  would 
return  later,  police  said.  Pham 
suffered  head  and  back  injuries 
as  a  result  of  the  incident  and 
was  treated  at  University 
Hospital. 

According  to  Lowell  Police 
inspector  Jeffrey  Davidson, 
Giang,  also  known  on  the  street 


as  “Ah  Wing,’’  was  the  driver 
in  the  getaway  car  in  the  attemp¬ 
ted  robbery  of  the  New  Phnom 
Penh  jewelry  store  in  Lowell 
Jan.  2,  1987. 

In  that  incident,  Giang  waited 
in  the  car  while  three  other  men, 
Phuc  Le,  Chanh  Truong  and 
Binh  Nguyen,  approached  the 
store  carrying  a  hammer  and  two 
handguns,  Davidson  said. 


When  the  owner  of  the  store, 
Yung  Bun  Te,  managed  to  fight 
them  off,  they  fled  from  the 
scene,  though  not  before 
assaulting  Te  and  his  wife  with  a 
handgun.  The  store  had  been 
robbed  in  October  1986  in  the 
same  manner,  Davidson  said. 


The  four  men  traveling  in  the 
car,  along  with  four  others 
traveling  in  a  second  car,  were 
stopped  on  Route  128  near 
Route  3.  Charges  were  filed 
against  the  four  men  in  the  first 
car,  but  none  against  the  four  in 
the  second  car.  One  of  the  men 
in  the  second  car,  however, 
Trang  Chi  Truong,  also  known 
as  “Ah  Sing,”  29,  was  arrested 
iand  charged  with  conspiracy  to 
I  commit  armed  robbery  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  October  17, 
1987  robbery  of  the  New  Phnom 
Penh,  Davidson  said. 

Truong,  who  was  convicted  of 
armed  robbery  and  was  serving 
a  prison  term,  recently  escaped 
from  a  prison  work  detail  in 
Shirley  and  is  currently  being 
sought  nationwide,  Davidson 
said. 

According  to  Davidson,  at¬ 
tempted  extortions  have  been 
going  on  in  the  Asian  communi¬ 
ty  for  some  time  now.  He  said 
Boston  and  suburban  police  have 
been  aware  of  the  problem  but 
have  so  far  been  unable  to  do 
much  about  it  because  the  vic¬ 
tims  are  often  afraid  to  press 
charges.  He  suggested, 
however,  that  that  may  be 
changing  now  because  “people 
are  getting  sick  and  tired  of  it.”

following: 

*  A  seven-to  eight-story  building  runn¬ 
ing  along  Washington  Street  from  the 
hospital’s  Proger  building  to  Nassau 
Street  that  would  include  a  new  emergen¬ 
cy  room  as  well  as  possibly  80  new  beds. 

*  A  seven-to  eight-story  building  runn¬ 
ing  along  Washington  Street  from  Nassau 
Street  to  Oak  Street  that  would  include  a 
new  maternity  unit  and  a  community 
hospital  unit. 

*  A  seven-to  eight-story  building  with 
open  space  facing  Nassau  Street  between 
Harrison  Avenue  and  Washington  Street. 
The  building  would  include  new  and 
replacement  beds  for  the  hospital. 

*  A  six-to  seven-story  building  to 
replace  a  number  of  existing  NEMC 
buildings,  including  the  Rehabilitation  In¬ 
stitute  on  Harrison  Avenue  and  smaller 


This  building  would  eventually  be  replaced  according 
to  NEMC’s  just-released  master  plan. 


buildings  on  Bennet  Street.  The  building 
would  be  used  to  replace  existing  beds. 

*  Also  possible  is  the  demolition  of  the 
Farnsworth  Building  at  Bennet  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue,  which  would  be 


replaced  by  a  new  research  building. 

Also  included  in  the  plan  is  a  200-space 
parking  garage  that  would  be  built  under 
the  new  buildings.  The  hospital  is  also 
considering  a  plan  to  rebuild  a  garage  it 
leases  on  Herald  Street. 

The  entire  project  would  mean  about 
200  new  hospital  beds,  new  emergency 
room  and  research  facilities,  among  other 
things,  according  to  Anne  Levine, 
NEMC’s  director  of  planning. 

Levine  noted  that  the  hospital  plan  re¬ 
mained  at  the  conceptual  stage  and  that 
buildings  had  yet  to  be  designed.  She  also 
noted  that  the  lengthy  review  process  by 
the  state  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 

could  further  alter  the  final  form  of  the 
plan. 

The  plan  would  be  carried  out  in 
phases,  beginning  with  the  construction 
of  the  emergency  room  building  on 
Washington  Street,  which  would  pro¬ 
bably  not  be  started  until  about  1994,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Levine. 

While  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 


Council  made  no  decisions  on  the  plan,  a 
number  of  community  concerns  surfaced 
in  the  course  of  the  hospital’s  presenta¬ 
tion. 

Of  concern  to  some  council  members 
was  the  fact  that  Nassau  Street  would  be 
straightened  and  part  of  the  land  thought 
to  be  part  of  the  so-called  Area  C  -  where 
Chinatown  wants  to  build  a  community 
center  -  would  be  used  for  hospital  ex¬ 
pansion.  While  Levine  admitted  that  that 
was  the  case,  she  said  the  straightening, 
meant  to  make  more  efficient  use  of  the 
site,  would  only  involve  about  10  percent 
of  the  parcel.  She  also  suggested  that 
BRA  maps  had  already  depicted  Area  C 
with  a  straightened  Nassau  Street. 

Council  member  Pancho  Chang,  mean¬ 
while,  questioned  the  decision  to  locate 
the  new  emergency  room  facility  on 
Washington  Street,  since  ambulances 
would  be  speeding  past  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School  and  the  Quincy  Towers  elderly 
housing  building  -  possibly  posing  a

Liu  tells  of  struggles  of  Chinese  intellectuals 


by  Fu  Hua 

Liu  Bin-Yan,  a  well-known 
critic  of  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment,  recently  told  an  audience 
at  Harvard  University’s  Fair- 
bank  Center  that  Chinese  in¬ 
tellectuals  have  repeatedly 
worked  for  the  good  of  their 
country  only  to  be  continually 
persecuted  by  the  government. 

‘  ‘I  am  afraid  that  no  other  con- 
try’s  intellectuals  have  con¬ 
tributed  so  much  to  their  country 
and  at  the  same  time  have 
received  so  much  trouble  in 
return  from  their  country  as 
Chinese  intellectuals  in  modern 
China,”  said  Liu  in  the  third  in  a 
series  of  lectures  he  has  given  at 
the  center. 

Since  May  4,  1919,  when 
Chinese  students  demonstrated 
against  the  government  in  Pek¬ 
ing,  four  generations  of  Chinese 
intellectuals  have  devoted 
themselves  to  the  development 
of  China,  Liu  explained. 

The  first  generation,  few  of 
whose  members  are  alive  today, 
voiced  its  opposition  to 
feudalism  and  imperialism  in 
1919. 

The  second  generation,  whose 
members  have  been  reduced  to 
Bajin  Caoyu  and  a  few  others, 
struggled  for  Chinese  in¬ 
dependence  and  freedom  in  the 
1920’s.

The  third  generation,  which 
received  its  education  from  the 
government  during  the  1950’s, 
has  played  an  important  part  in 
China’s  economic,  cultural  and 
educational  policies  of  the  last 
30  years. 

The  fourth  generation,  the 
most  recent  to  appear  in  China, 
graduated  from  universities  in 
the  early  1980’s,  said  Liu. 

Although  all  four  generations 
have  struggled  for  progress  in 
China  and  made  valuable  con¬

tributions  to  their  country’s 
future,  in  most  cases,  they  were 
conscious  of  their  failure  to 
realize  their  objectives,  Liu  said. 

Furthermore,  he  explained, 
they  often  suffered  persecution 
and  many  became  dispirited  and 
withdrew  from  the  struggle.  In 
almost  every  decade,  he  said, 
Chinese  intellectuals  have 
fought  for  the  future  of  their 


country  and  repeatedly  suffered 
serious  persecution  as  a  result. 

In  China  today,  said  Liu, 
Chinese  intellectuals,  as  they 
have  in  the  past,  continue  to  play 
a  major  role  in  the  unravelling  of 
their  country’s  history.  Next 
year,  he  said,  two  important 
classes  in  today’s  China 
-government  officials  and  in¬ 
tellectuals  -  will  again  be  active 
on  the  China  stage. 

After  10  years  of  economic 
reform,  said  Liu,  the  well  being 
of  China’s  intellectual  class  has 
worsened.  Like  their  Western 
counterparts,  they  continue  to 
make  important  contributions  to 
their  country,  yet  receive 
perhaps  1  percent  of  what  their 
colleagues  in  the  west  receive 
for  their  efforts,  he  said. 

While  Deng  Xiao  Ping,  the 
Chinese  leader,  announced  that 
the  government  should  raise  the 
income  of  Chinese  intellectuals, 
the  government  coffers  are  emp¬ 
ty  -  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that 
those  opposed  to  China’s  current 
economic  and  social  reforms 
have  raided  the  nation’s 
treasury,  Liu  said. 

In  discussing  the  ’‘Fight 
against  the  Right  Group,”  Lin 


said  it  was  the  one  active 
persecution  of  Chinese  intellec¬ 
tuals  originally  organized  by 
Mao  Zedong.  Just  when  China 
was  beginning  to  make 
economic  progress  and  its  in¬ 
tellectuals  were  contributing  to 
improvements  in  the  nation’s 
political  and  economic  life,  Mao 
persecuted  as  many  as  a  million 
people  from  the  country’s 
educated  class,  he  said. 

As  a  result,  said  Liu,  China 
lost  a  great  opportunity  for  pro¬ 
gress  -  an  opportunity  to  become 
a  freer,  more  prosperous  coun¬ 
try.  It  was  members  of  the  Third 
Generation  who  suffered  during 
this  time,  said  Liu,  and  many 
became  disappointed  and 
dispirited. 

While  the  Third  Generation 
focused  its  criticism  on  ‘‘The 
Gang  of  Four,”  the  fourth 
generation  has  turned  against 
Mao  and  his  philosophy  as  well. 
And  while  many  from  this 
generation  lost  their  lives 
because  of  their  criticism,  they 
refused  to  withdraw  from  the 
struggle  and  it  would  be  these 
men  who  would  become  the 
hope  of  China,  he  said.

Equal  Housing  Opportunity 
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Bilingual  plan  explained  to  concerned  parents 


The  principal  of  the  Harvard- 
Kent  Elementary  School  in 
Charlestown  recently  met  with 
the  parents  of  the  school’s  fourth 
and  fifth  grade  Chinese  students 
to  explain  recent  changes  in  the 
school’s  bilingual  education  pro¬ 
gram. 

Some  parents  had  expressed 
concern  that  their  children  were 
being  taken  out  of  sorm  bil¬ 
ingual  classes  and  placed  in 
mainstream  classes  that  were  not 
being  taught  by  their  bilingual 
teachers.  One-hundred  twenty- 
one  Chinese  students  attend  the 
Harvard-Kent  School. 

According  to  Harvard-Kent 
principal  Joanne  McManus,  the 
new  approach  differs  from  the 
earlier  one  in  that  students  who 
were  ready  for  some  English 
classes  as  their  language  ability 
improved  were  taken  out  of  an 
all  Chinese  bilingual  class  and 
placed  with  non¬ 
bilingual  students  in  some 
classes. 

This  approach,  which  was 
started  in  September  as  an  ex¬ 
periment,  is  meant  in  part  to 
prepare  students  for  Middle 


School,  where  students  do  not 
remain  with  the  same  group  of 
students  or  the  same  teacher 
throughout  the  school  day.  It  is 
also  meant  to  match  students 
more  precisely  with  their 
language  levels,  McManus  said. 

Before  the  new  plan  was 
started  in  September,  students, 
as  their  English  proficiency  in- 
creased,  took,  for  example,  a 


reading  class  in  English  with 
their  same  bilingual  teacher  and 
with  the  same  group  of  Chinese 
students.  Under  the  pre- 
September  system  all  the 
students  in  the  homeroom, 
despite  their  slightly  different 
English  proficiencies,  would 
take  the  same  class  in  English 
given  by  their  homeroom 
teachers. 


Under  the  new  plan,  fourth 
and  fifth  grade  students,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  could  leave  their  home 
rooms  to  attend  a  reading  or 
math  class  in  English  that  would 
be  geared  to  their  current 
language  ability.  It  would  also 
be  taken  with  a  mix  of  bilingual 
and  non-bilingual  students. 

“There  are  parents  who  were 
concerned  about  the  structure,” 
said  Susan  Yan  Fung,  chairper¬ 
son  of  the  Advisory  Board  to 
Chinese  Bilingual  Sub  PAC. 
“They  were  not  informed  of  the 
new  structure.” 

Fung  pointed  out  that 
language  skills  are  evaluated 
each  year  and  students  placed  in 
various  numbered  steps  based  on 
bilingual  program  guidelines. 

Fung  suggested  that  parents’ 
concern  over  the  bilingual  pro¬ 
gram  is  a  valid  one,  but  she  ex¬ 
plained  that  problems  could  be 
“avoided  if  there  is  a  careful 
evaluation  of  students’  progress 
prior  to  placement.”

are  based  on  the  Voluntary  Lau 
Compliance  Plan.  The  plan  has 
five  steps:  Step  One  requires 
almost  complete  bilingual 
education  with  the  exception  of 
physical  education  or  study  hall; 
Step  Three  allows  students  to  be 
mainstreamed  for  one  or  two 
subjects,  such  as  reading,  math 
or  science;  and  Step  Five  allows 
students  to  take  all  courses  in 
English.

his  mother  to  make  sure 
everything  was  all  right  at  home. 

Although  he  is  somewhat  un¬ 
sure  exactly  what  this  small  mo¬ 
ment  in  Chinatown’s  Josiah 
Quincy  School  meant  to  him, 
Wong,  the  school’s  principal, 
tries  to  explain.  “I  learned  from 
this  child,”  he  says,  explaining 
that  for  a  little  while  he  was 
there  with  the  child  as  an  equal; 
it  was  as  if  he  had  entered  a 
child’s  world  again  -  crossed 
that  border  for  a  moment  -  and 
so  was  able  to  truly  com¬ 
municate  with  him. 

“I  always  learn  from  my  kids 
how  to  enjoy  simple  things,”  he 
explains.  “Kids  remind  you  that 
life  can  be  happy  with'  simple 

things.  You  don’t  have  to  be 
sophisticated  to  be  happy.”  It’s 
these  simple  moments,  says 
Wong.  The  moments,  he  adds, 
“when  I  can  see  changes  in  the 
lives  of  my  kids”  ana  “the  joy 
of  learning,”  that  makes  his  life 
as  an  educator  valuable. 

Believing  that  there  is  a 
teacher  -  and  a  learner  -  in 
everyone,  Wong  explains  that 
inevitably  people  from  other 
professions  whom  he  has  invited 
to  read  to  students  leave  with  a 
new  found  satisfaction.  “They 
say.  gee,  I  love  to  be  with  the 
kids  -  that’s  where  I  belong,’  ” 
he  says.  “I  do  believe  there  is 
always  a  little  teacher,  a  little 
educator  in  each  person.” 

As  principal  of  the  Quincy 
School,  Wong,  who  came  to 
Boston  from  Hong  Kong  to  at¬ 
tend  graduate  school  at  Boston 
University,  presides  over  what 
is  perhaps  the  school  system’s 
“showcase”  school. 

In  a  school  system  often  view¬ 
ed  as  ineffective,  the  Quincy 
School  has  been  honored  by  the 
Department  of  Education  as  one 
of  the  nation’s  preeminent 
elementary  schools.  Why  the 
success  of  the  school?  Wong  at¬ 
tributes  it  to  the  relationship  that 
exists  among  administrators, 
teachers,  and  parents.  “There 
has  been  a  tradition  that  parents’ 
and  teachers’  opinions  are  being 
respected,”  he  says. 

More  recently,  the  school’s 
cabinet  has  developed  a  number 
of  areas  that  need  to  be  address¬ 
ed,  one  being  the  need  for 
counseling  for  children  who 
could  be  developing  disciplinary 
problems.  Wong  explains  that 
the  school  system  overall  is  only 
now  beginning  to  experiment 
with  assigning  counselors  to 

elementary  schools,  something

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South  Cove  board  supports  recent  firing 


The  board  of  directors  of 
South  Cove  Manor  has  conclud¬ 
ed  that  the  recent  firing  of  the 
nursing  home’s  administrator 
was  justified,  though  it  said  it 
regretted  “the  surprise  with 
which  this  action  was  taken.” 

Following  the  November  fir¬ 
ing  of  Lucy  King,  the  nursing 
home’s  first  bilingual  ad¬ 
ministrator  in  its  three-year 
history,  staff  members  and  some 
patients  mounted  an  investiga¬ 
tion,  concluding  that  Cushman 
Management  Associates,  which 
manages  the  nonprofit  home  for 
the  board,  did  not  give  adequate 
reasons  for  the  firing. 

Because  of  staff  concerns  as 
well  as  King’s  contention  that . 
she  was  unfairly  fired,  the  board 
of  directors  vowed  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  announce  its  con¬ 
clusions  when  it  was  completed,  ment,  board  president  Helen  Board  regrets  the  surprise  with

taken.  It  assures  all  members  of 
the  community  that  steps  will  be 
taken  to  insure  that  any  future 
similar  action  come  as  no  sur¬ 
prise  to  the  board.  The  board  did 
not  uncover  any  evidence  that 
Lucy  King  was  treated 
unfairly.” 

In  addition,  the  letter  states 
that  the  board  will  “establish  a 
policy  and  procedures  to  address 
culturally  sensitive  issues  in 
management  techniques”  and 
“immediately  institute  any 
needed  corrective  action.”  King 
earlier  had  charged  that  the 
management  had  been  insen¬ 
sitive  to  cultural  issues  in  a  nurs¬ 
ing  home  in  which  56  percent  of 
the  patients  and  much  of  the  staff 
are  Asian. 

The  letter  further  states  that 
Amy  Guen  has  resigned  from 
the  nursing  home  board  and  will 
“now  serve  as  staff- 


management  liason  until  such 
time  as  a  new  bilingual  ad¬ 
ministrator  is  in  place.” 

In  the  meantime,  the  board 
will  actively  recruit  a  new  bil¬ 
ingual  administrator  and  will 
undertake  a  study  to  determine  if 
the  home  “can  become  a  free 
standing,  self- managed  and 
finacially  viable  nursing  home.” 

According  to  King,  the 
management  said  she  had  been 
fired  because  she  hadn’t  follow¬ 
ed  procedures  correctly  and 
because  the  home  wasn’t  runn¬ 
ing  as  efficiently  as  the  other 
homes  it  managed.  At  the  time 
King  said,  “You  cannot  use  the 
same  procedures  at  South  Cove 
as  you  can  at  other  Cushman 
Homes”  because  of  its  bil¬ 
ingual,  bi-cultural  character.

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that  isn’t  standard  now. 

Besides  identifying  potential 
displinary  problems  early  on, 
the  school  is  also  trying  to 
upgrade  its  academic  program 
by  encouraging  its  students  to 
read  more  books.  In  addition, 
earlier  this  year,  with  the  help  of 
the  Bank  of  Boston,  the  school 
opened  a  computer  lab  that 
Wong  believes  will  also  improve 
the  school’s  academic  program. 

While  Wong  doesn’t  deny  that 
the  Boston  school  system  has 
problems,  he  says  it  still  has  its 
share  of  successful  schools.  “In 
every  school  system,  it  all 
depends  on  the  school  itself,”  he 
says,  explaining  that  every 
school  has  a  “culture”  that 
defines  its  character  and  as  a 
consequence  determines  its  suc¬ 
cesses  and  failures. 

“I  think  die  Quincy  School 
has  developed  a  culture  that  is 
welcoming.  People  say  it’s 
warm,”  he  adds,  explaining  that 
the  key  to  die  school’s  success  is 
the  fact  that  “the  parents  care, 
the  teachers  are  very  profes¬ 
sional,  open,  and  willing  to  do 
more  for  the  kids.” 

“The  critical  point  about  this 
is  putting  the  kids  as  our  primary 
concern,”  he  says.  “We  want  to 
provide  a  very  balanced  educa¬ 
tion.” 

With  52  percent  of  its  students 
Asian  (30  percent  are  black  and 
20  percent  white),  die  Quincy 
School  is  teaching  many  im¬ 
migrant  children  with  limited 
language  abilities.  In  the  years 
ahead,  says  Wong,  the  school 
system  may  have  even  more 
Asian  students  with  limited 
English,  since  their  number  is 
expected  to  rise  as  Great  Britain 
returns  Hong  Kong  to  China  and 
as  Southeast  Asian  refugees  con¬ 
tinue  to  arrive  here. 

While  Asians  are  often 
stereotyped  as  being  highly 
sucessfiil  academically,  Wong 
suggests  that  Asians  are  not 
spared  the  social  problems  affec¬ 
ting  American  people  overall, 
such  as  drug  abuse,  broken 
families,  and  gang  activities 
Moreover,  he  suggests,  the  new 
Asian  immigrants  may  not  be  as 
educated  as  their  earlier  counter¬ 
parts.

ject,  Long  explained  that  his  organization 
planned  for  die  time  being  to  keep  the 
Oak  Street  site  and  the  programs  it  runs 
there  a  separate  entity. 

At  the  same  time,  Long  said  the  QSCC 
would  leave  its  options  open  and  would 
be  willing  to  discuss  other  possibilities 
as  the  community  center  project  became 
closer  to  reality.  Long  has  said  that  the 
community  center  project  is  far  from  be¬ 
ing  a  reality,  while  the  Oak  Street 
buildings  are  currendy  a  crucial  compo¬ 
nent  of  its  programs. 

In  a  position  letter  to  BRA  director 
Stephen  Coyle,  the  QSCC  vowed  “to 
keep  the  Oak  Street  site  separate  from  the 
proposed  parcel  ‘C’  site  and  “that  having 
the  Oak  Street  site  as  a  separate  issue 
would  not  preclude  QSCC’s  future  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  parcel  “C”  project.” 

According  to  the  letter,  it  appears  as 
though  QSCC  wants  to  keep  the  Oak 
Street  building  separate,  but  at  the 
same  time  would  consider  seeking,  along 
with  other  Chinatown  agencies,  addi¬ 
tional  space  in  the  community  center  pro¬ 
ject. 

Richard  Chin,  a  neighborhood  council 
member  and  executive  director  of  the 
South  Cove  YMCA,  which  would  be  the 
primary  user  of  the  proposed  community 
center,  urged  the  QSCC  to  postpone 
seeking  final  designation  from  the  BRA 
until  the  needs  assessment  had  been  com¬ 
pleted.  The  final  designation,  he  said, 
“seems  to  be  a  very  quick  response  and 
it’s  our  feeling  that’s  not  the  way  it 
should  go  right  now.” 

Supporting  Chin  was  Robert  Guen, 
also  a  member  of  the  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil  and  the  YMCA  board,  who  suggested 
that  if  the  Oak  Street  buildings  remained 
on  the  site,  it  would  be  difficult  to  make 
the  best  use  of  the  land  for  the  community 


Wait  a  minute!  says  Carlton  Sagara,  administrator  at  the  Asian  American  Resource  Workshop 
and  sometimes  cartoonist.  Could  we  go  through  that  again!  After  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  decided  to  split  Parcel  R3-R3A  into  two  equal  halves  to  allow  both  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Council  (CEDQ  and  the  Asian  Community  Development  Corporation 
(AC DC)  to  build  housing  on  it,  the  developers  facetiously  decided  to  call  a  proposed  new  street 
that  will  divide  the  sight  “Solomon’s  Way,  ”  taking  their  cue,  presumably,  from  the  biblical 
story  in  which  two  women  each  claimed  to  be  the  mother  of  a  baby.  Wise  man  that  he  was, 
Solomon  threatened  to  cut  the  baby  in  two  and  give  each  woman  half  to  settle  the  dispute.  The 
false  mother,  of  course,  thought  it  was  a  wise  decision,  but  the  true  mother  -  unable  to  abide 
such  a  thought  -offered  the  baby  to  the  other  in  order  to  spare  the  baby’s  Ufe.  Solomon, 
needless  to  say,  recognized  this  essential  human  truth.  As  far  as  R3-R3A  goes,  well,  you  take  it 
from  there! 


center.  Guen  said  the  neighborhood 
would  not  have  another  chance  to  develop 
a  “big  piece  of  land  like  this  again.” 

But  Neil  Chin,  also  a  council  member, 
argued  in  another  vein,  saying  that  the 
QSCC  should  seek  final  designation  now, 


when  the  city  was  willing  to  offer  the  site 
and  when  it  could  be  purchased  for  the 
nominal  $1  fee.  “I’m  just  trying  to  pre¬ 
sent  a  very  practical  dollars  and  cents 
viewpoint,”  Chin  said,  adding  that  the 
QSCC  shouldn’t  be  forced  to  risk  losing 


something  it  already  had. 

Woo,  meanwhile,  persisted  in  trying  to 
pin  down  the  QSCC  on  its  intentions,  say¬ 
ing  that  he  “had  no  problems  with  the 
designation,”  but  again  asking,  “What’s 
their  commitment  to  Parcel  C?” 

“Are  you  willing  to  work  with  the 
development  of  the  whole  site  and  be  part 
of  the  whole  site?”  questioned  Woo,  who 
throughout  the  meeting  continued  to  ask 
the  QSCC  if  it  would  raze  the  building 
and  be  part  of  a  larger  center  on  the  site. 
“I’m  looking  for  a  commitment.” 

In  reply.  Long  said  the  QSCC  would  be 
willing  to  look  at  other  possibilities  in  the 
future.  “That’s  all  I  can  say  at  this 
point,”  he  said. 

Underlining  the  discussion  were  two 
distinct  approaches  to  the  issue  -  that  of 
the  YMCA  board  members  and  others, 
who  wanted  the  BRA  to  postpone 
designating  the  QSCC,  with  the  implica¬ 
tion  being  that  the  entire  site  should  even¬ 
tually  be  used  for  a  community  center; 
and  that  of  the  QSCC  representatives, 
who  felt  that  QSCC  had  a  right  to  its  por¬ 
tion  of  the  site  after  having  used  the 
building  for  20  years  and  having  waged  a 
drawn-out  court  battle  to  keep  it. 

In  an  effort  to  mediate  the  dispute,  Ted 
Chandler,  the  BRA’s  assistant  to  the 
director,  said  the  BRA  was  intent  on 
designating  the  QSCC  and  that  to  do  so 
would  not  affect  the  eventual  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  community  center.  “We 
think  it’s  been  19  years  and  six  months, 
and  that’s  enough,”  said  Chandler  of  the 
QSCC’s  long  use  of  the  buildings.  “We 
don’t  think  it’s  appropriate  to  wait  any 
longer.” 

“You’re  giving  them  title  to  some  hot 
assets,”  said  Guen,  who  added,  “What 
have  you  given  the  Boys  Club?” 

“I  can’t  help  feeling  here  that  people 
resent  the  fact  that  we’re  going  to  get  ti¬ 
tle,”  said  QSCC  moderator  Frances  Yee, 
who  added  that  QSCC  believes  “the  two 
buildings  represent  something  of  sym-  ■ 
bolic  value.”

“I  think  two  more  months  is  not  going 
to  kill  QSCC,”  said  council  member 
Frank  Chin,  referring  to  postponement  of 
the  final  designation  until  a  needs  assess¬ 
ment  was  completed. 

Neil  Chin,  however,  continued  to  sup¬ 
port  designation  for  QSCC.  “They’ve 
been  fighting  for  a  year-and-a-half  for  the 
land,”  he  said,  adding  that  they  shouldn’t 
risk  losing  it  now.  “No,  don’t  take  that 
chance,”  he  said.

danger  to  children  and  the  elderly. 

Levine,  however,  said  the  emergency 
room  was  placed  on  Washington  Street 
rather  than  Harison  Avenue  because  they 
beleived  that  Washington  was  less 
residential  than  Harrison. 

,  “My  sense  is  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
benefits  to  the  community,  said  Levine, 

commenting  on  the  Master  Plan  last 
week.  She  added  that  for  the  community 
“to  support  our  plan  means  the  whole 
Parcel  C  can  be  assembled.” 

Levine  said  the  hospital  is  seeking  com¬ 
munity  support  for  the  basic  boundaries 
set  down  in  the  Master  Plan  as  well  as  ap¬ 
propriate  zoning  and  density  regulations 
to.reach  its  objectives.  She  noted  that  the 
hospital  would  probably  be  seeking  a 
120-foot  maximum  height  for  the  area,  as 
opposed  to  the  100-foot  maximum  of  the 
recently  released  draft  Chinatown  zoning 
plan  for  the  area. 

In  explaining  the  hospital’s  need  to 
grow,  Levine  said  that  NEMC  needs  ad¬ 
ditional  beds  to  offset  high  fixed  costs  for 
its  broad  range  of  hospital  services. 
“You  really  need  the  beds  in  order  to  pay 
for  these  services,”  she  said. 

She  also  said  noted  that  while  demand 
at  community  hospitals  has  been  decreas¬ 
ing,  demand  at  teacher  hospitals  such  as 
NEMC  has  been  on  the  rise.  “We  have 
real  legitimate  needs  to  grow,”  she  said.
